JAIL DELIVERY AT PORTLAND. 


Sudden Death of an Fx-Sheriff of Yuba 
County. 


FURTHER REPCRTS REGARDINC THE WEATHER. 


Tramp Shot by a Conductor and Left on 
the Desert. 


CALIFORNIA. 


W eather R eports. 
S hasta, December 25th.—It still con­ 
tinues raining heavily. Last night it poured 
down in torrents, and the wind blew a per­ 
fect hurricane. Rainfall since yesterday 
noon, 5 inches. Total rainfall to date, 29.9 
inches. Silverthorn’s ferry on Pit river has 
been swept away. The Sacramento is very 
high. Our miners are all jubilant over the 
prospect of a good mining season. In Trin­ 
ity county a heavy storm has been raging. 
The miners are all at work and estimate a 
greater yield of gold this year than for the 
previous season. The Trinity and Sacra­ 
mento rivers are up to the high-water mark. 
H anford, December 26th.—The storm 
ending at 3 P. K. yesterday brought 1.95 
inches of rain. We have had 7 inches for 
the season, against 4.30 inches at the end of 
December last year. To-day is bright and 
clear. 
San L ois O bispo, December 26th.—It has 
rained continuously, with a light south wind, 
since the 14th—12 days—with a fall of over 
seven inches. Total for the season, 13.03 
inches. The roads are almost impassable. 
The mail overland is three days behind. The 
steamer Ferndale went on the beach at 
Morolay one day, but is now safe in port. 
The schooner Governor Perkins, from Cam­ 
bria, December 20th, is now believed to have 
gone down that night, with all on board. 
She was loaded with grain and bound to San 
Francisco, but has not been heard from since. 
There are two or three light breaks in the 
railroad from here to Fort Harford, but they 
can soon be repaired. The weather is clear 
to day, but there aie indications of more rain. 
San F rancisco, December 26th. — The 
weather has been foggy during the day, but 
the rain seems to be over for the present. 
D row ned in the Breakers. 
San F rancisco, December 26th.—This 
afternoon a man was seen by some incoming 
pilots to put out from Fort Point in a small 
boat. In a few moments the boat got 
among the breakers outside the fort, was 
upset, and the occupant drowned. 
K allocb R eview s H is Career as M ayor— 
The M oody and Sankey M erlins. 
San F rancisco, December 26th.—Mayor 
Kalloch’s sermon at the Metropolitan Temple 
this evening consisted of a review of his ad­ 
ministration as Mayor. He held that if it 
had not been as illustrious as he had hoped, 
it was owing to the obstruction to which he 
had been subjected. He praised the conduct 
of the City Hall Commission, and claimed 
that although citizens were doubtless tired of 
that elephant, yet they might rest assured 
that not one dollar had been wrongfully 
spent upon it during his term of office. He 
announced his willingness to be re-elected, 
and to continue to fill the double position of 
Mayor and minister. 
At the Moody and Sankey meeting thb 
evening, General O. O. Howard was present, 
and being introduced by Mr. Moody, ad­ 
dressed the audience with much fervor. 
M arysville H em s. 
M arysville, December 25th.—Our com­ 
munity was surprised to-day by the sudden 
death, at his residence in this city, of ex­ 
Sheriff Matt Woods, who died of a con­ 
gestive chill about 10 o’clock p. m. The de­ 
ceased was a native of Pennsylvania, and 
one of the oldest and most widely-knowi) 
residents of the county. His age was 58 
years. He was on the street yesterday in 
apparently his usual health. He was a 
brother-in-law of the late Hon. C. E. De­ 
long, and was first elected Sheriff in 1858, 
and re-elected in 1870, serving until 1S74, 
when be was again re-elected in 1876, being 
succeeded by the present Sheriff. He was au 
active partisan, successful politician, aud a 
thoroughly honest man. A widow and five 
children mourn his loss.

THE CASE OF THE PONCAS. 


THE DIFFICULTIES INCREASING. 
It has often happened in history that 
the reluctance of a Government to use ex­ 
traordinary means for repressing popular 
disturbances at the beginning, has pro­ 
duced effects necessitating the employment 
of far more rigorous measures in the end. 
It is quite possible that this may be the 
ca3e with the Irish problem. The Knglish 
Government has thus far refused to sus­ 
pend habeas corpus in the neighboring 
island, but its course in this regard has 
only given new boldness to the Land 
League, aud lias iu fact enabled that or­ 
ganization to secure control of the country, 
to the virtual paralysis of the entire ad­ 
ministrative machinery. The Courts are 
rendered both powerless and useless. Jury 
trial is in cff ct abolished. The prosecu­ 
tion of the Land League leaders in the 
Courts is a foregone failure, and it has been 
evident for weeks that it might as well 
be abandoned. The inaction of the Gov 
emm^st has therefore dono nothing to im 
prove the situation, but a great deal to 
render it more threatening. It is al­ 
ready a serious question whether the 
Land 
League leaders can prevent, 
even if they desire to do so, an 
uprising of the people. Their success thus 
far has been so great that they themselves 
may well imagine the game to be in 
their hands, and therefore perhaps they 
will not wish to avoid an open collision 
with the Government. In the event of an 
insurrection, however, the Government 
would have no option before it. It must 
then take the shortest and sternest means 
to sustain law aud order, and it does not 
require to bo pointed out that in such a 
case the present Governmental inactivity 
would have to be compensated by an amount 
of force wbich might have been altogether 
avoided had firmer measures been adopted 
at the beginning. There can, of course, 
be no room for doubt as to the result of an 
insurrection. It would be put down in 
blood. But when this Irish difficulty is 
over it will perhaps appear even plainer 
thaD it does now that hesitation in usiDg 
strong measures in such cases may be the 
least considerate and merciful policy that 
could be adopted by the Government. 
KELLY IN BAD TEMPER. 
The recent defeat sustained by “ Boss” 
Kelly appears to have soured his temper 
so much that he is making indiscriminate 
war upon all whom he suspects of having 
assisted his enemies directly or indirectly. 
For a man in his position this is of course 
very bad policy, and may not iinpiob- 
ably complete his downfall. For when 
“ Basses” come to deal irritably with 
their power, they endanger it.. It is al 
ways possible to their henchmen to com­ 
bine against them, and this is what has 
happened to Kelly. He might have re­ 
covered his first defeat had he kept his 
temper, but he cannot improve his pros­ 
pects by making more enemies, and in fact 
there are indications that Tamil any Hall 
will shortly rise against him and repudi­ 
ate him. Nobody will be sorry if this 
happens, but it would be still more satis­ 
factory if Tammany Hall itself should 
encounter the fate of the Kilkenny cats. 
Unfortunately for the public, the co­ 
hesive power of public plunder prevents 
so desirable an event. 
THE USUAL MURDER 
San Francisco greeted Christmas with 
her usual murder. There was, however a 
certain novelty in the crime. Hitherto 
there has always been some motive for her 
accustomed homicides. Either the victim 
had unwittingly offended the murderer, or 
the latter thought to gain something by the 
deed, or there was a woman in it. The 
Christmas murder appears to have been 
committed without any other motive than 
mere wantonness. 
A man was walking 
home quietly when two drunken roughs 
staggered against him. He remonstrated 
mildly, whereupon one of them plunged a 
knife into his bowels and then fled. The 
murderer in this last case is ncknown, and 
may probably remain so if he and his com­ 
panion have wit enough to keep their 
mouths shut. It will be seen, howevc-r, 
that the tendency to commit murder iu 
San Francisco is rapidly extending itself, 
and that the practical abolition of punish­ 
ment for that crime is making it very diffi­ 
cult for inoffensive people even to walk the 
streets without endangering their lives. 


The proceedings between the Ponca 
chiefs and the Secretary of the Interior are 
not altogether devoid of mystery. The 
public are asked to accept the statement 
that they have been deceived by false 
representations in regard to the situation 
of the Fonca Indians, yet to what extent 
these alleged misrepresentations go is not 
stated. It cannot be forgotten that Sec­ 
retary Schnrz himself, in several annual 
reports, has expressly admitted that great 
wrong had been done to this tribe. There 
is not, in fact, a shadow of doubt that 
they were forcibly driven from their ter­ 
ritory in Dakota, and that they were 
transported to a reservation consisting of 
barren lands so badly situated that a large 
number of the tribe died the first year from 
diseases contracted on the spot. It is 
equally susceptible of proof that the Pon­ 
cas then demanded to be returned to the 
healthy and fertile territory from which 
they had been driven so cruelly and 
wantonly, and it ¡3 not less true that Mr. 
Schnrz in his report of last year declared 
their demands to be equitable, and ad­ 
vised their return to their former loca­ 
tion. It is well known that several pub­ 
lic-spirited and humane men in Boston and 
elsewhere took up the cause of the Poncas, 
and that through their instrumentality 
proceedings were instituted against the 
Government to establish the title of these 
Indians to the lands from which they had 
been evicted. And though the Courts 
have not yet adjudicated the question, the 
opinions of several jurists of national repu­ 
tation have beeD expressed to the effect 
that the Indian title was good, and that 
they could and ought to obtain a verdict. 
To the ncn-judicial mind it would certainly 
appear that the case of the Poncas was a 
strong one. The Government had made 
a solemn treaty with them, under the 
provisions of which certain lands were 
ceded to them in perpetuity. On these 
lands they had established themselves, aud 
had made many permanent improvements. 
They were a peaceful, industrious, intelli­ 
gent tribe, causing no apprehensions to 
white settlers, and it was evident that if 
they were unmolested they would in a few 
years settle down quietly to agricultural 
occupations. The real motive of their re­ 
moval has never appeared, but for some 
unexplained reasons it pleased the agents 
of the Indian Bureau to evict them, and 
this step was taken entirely without their 
consent, in opposition to their most earnest 
remonstrances, and in defiance of their 
rights under the treaty. But now, after 
they have suffered untold pain and misery, 
it is exultantly stated by the Indian Bureau 
that they only want to be let alone where 
they are ; that they prefer the poor and 
insalubrious lands on to which they were 
forced, to the rich and pleasant territory 
from which they were driven ; that they 
look upon their Boston friends as pestilent 
intermeddlers, and upon the Government 
which has done them so much injury, as 
their frieuds; and last, thou_h not least 
astonishing, that they are eager to accept 
a proffer of 6140,000 in settlement of their 
claims to lands which are admitted to be 
worth at least 6000,000. It must be ad­ 
mitted that tliis sudden and unexpected 
change in the attitude of the Poncas ought 
not to be accepted without full explana­ 
tion, and that the statements of their 
chiefs at Washington ought to be very 
carefully examined and verified before 
beiDg acted upon. 
Under the circumstances we regard it as 
very fortunate that the President has ap­ 
pointed a special Commission of exper­ 
ienced army officers and business men, to 
make a separate investigation of the case, 
and we are convinced that this Commis­ 
sion will fiud it necessary to look very 
closely into the representations of the Ponca 
Chiefs. It appears that out of the sum of 
6140,000 which the Government proposes 
to expend in various ways upon the tribe, 
a certain amount of 610,000 is to be dis­ 
tributed in cash to the heads of families. 
It is intimated that this money would 
naturally come iuto the possession of the 
Chiefs, and there are some people so un­ 
charitable as to believe that these latter 
may have been induced to favor the Gov­ 
ernment proposition through their desire 
to get hold of this money. Certainly the 
position they now take is not a rational one. 
Why should they be willing to give up 
property valued at 6900,000 for 6140,000? 
Why, indeed, should the Government try 
to cozen them out of their heritage by 
making them an offer so disproportionate 
to their equities? Is it thus that the 
United States ought to proceed when the 
question before it is as to the redress of 
notorious wrongs committed by its own 
agents ? Does Secretary Schurz believe 
that his administration is likely to be ex­ 
alted by obtaining such a victory in 
finesse over a handful of poor Indians? 
The Toncas have suffered wrong enough at 
the hands of the Government. Surely it 
is neither necessary nor seemly that 
they should be subjected to an additional 
wrong in the form of chicanery? It is 
possible that the Ponca chiefs are accessi­ 
ble to bribery, and that the expectation of 
obtaining a few thousand dollars may 
have induced them to abandon their 
claims. 
But assuredly the Govern­ 
ment of a great nation ought not 
to be concerned in any 6ucli sharp prac­ 
tice, and if the special Commission dis­ 
covers that the real wishes of the tribe 
have not been truthfully stated, it will be 
its duty to report against the proposed 
compromise. In fact, in any case, the 
Poncas ought to be allowed to make the 
best they can out of their claims. Even 
if they are content to remain where they 
are they are entitled to the full value of 
the lands from which they were unlawfully 
ousted. The Indian Bureau should not be 
perni'tted to hoodwink and cheat them 
under any pretext, and we trust that the 
Commission will protect their rights to the 
utmost, no matter who may wish to force 
this iniquitous bargain to a consummation.

THE PROSPECTIVE SACK OF LIMA. 
It appears almost certain that in a short 
time we shall be able to lay before our 
readers graphic accounts of the capture 
and sack of Lima. 
The Chilean army 
is slowly but steadily advancing on the 
doomed capital of Peru, and the announce­ 
ment has already been made that as soon 
a3 it is taken the city will be delivered 
over to the troops for pillage. W hat this 
means we suppose everybody understands. 
It means that rape and murder, robbery 
and arson, outrages and cruelties of every 
description that a savage and intoxicated 
soldiery can invent, will be committed ; 
that neither sex nor age will be spared ; 
that all the devilish and brutal passions of 
the conquerors will be given free scope; that 
there will be neither pity nor help for the 
victims; and that when the sack is over 
Lima will probably be committed to the 
flames, together with tne remains of her 
butchered inhabitants.

The Chinese T reaties—P rin cip al P oints 
Foreshadow ed. 
W ashington, December 2Gth.—Official ad­ 
vices have been received by mail from Pekin, 
bearing dates about a week previous to the 
conclusion of the three treaties signed in that 
city’ on the 17th ultimo, but foreshadowing 
their principal points to an extent which, in 
connection witn the official telegrams re­ 
ceived last month, fully corroborate the 
statement heretofore telegraphed concerning 
them in these special dispatches, aud 
also quite clearly outlined some additional 
interesting particulars. The precise language 
and minor details of the new treaty on the 
subject of immigration will not be known 
heie in advance of the receipt of the docu­ 
ment, but it may confidently be expected to 
contain, as the main provision stipulates, sub­ 
stantially as follows : The Emperor of China 
consents that whenever, iu the opinion of the 
United States, the coming hither of Chinese 
laborers, or their residence iu this country, 
affect, 01 threaten to affect, injuriously the 
interests of the United States, then the 
United States Government may regulate, 
limit or suspend such coming or residence 
in such manner as the United States 
may deem proper. It will be noticed 
that this form of provision, while giving Con­ 
gress practically full control over Mongolian 
immigration, does not involve an absolute 
and perpetual prohibition, which the Em­ 
peror might consider offensive. The treaty, 
according to the latest foreshadowing, still 
contains fiome express stipulation permitting 
Chinese to come here as teachers, students 
and merchants, and for the purpose of travel, 
curiosity or pleasure, and it will also prob­ 
ably reiterate, perhaps in some strengthening 
form, the existing treaty guarantee of protec­ 
tion for subjects of China now in this coun­ 
try. The commercial treaty will provide, as 
a matter of permanent agreement, that Chi­ 
nese vessels aud cargoes and American ves­ 
sels and cargoes shall not be subject in either 
country to any discriminating duties. It it 
understood that this treaty’ will, in its gen­ 
eral features, closely resemble the existing 
treaties with other nations, bat the remain­ 
ing details are not knnwD. Commissioner 
Trescott is expected in Washington with the 
two treaties by the 8th or 10th of January. 
U real Storm In the East. 
New Y ork, December 26th.—A heavy 
northeasterly gale, accompanied by snow and 
sleet, set in at an early hour this morning, 
and still continues. 
At Sandy Hook this evening the wind is 
blowing 6S miles an hour, and disasters to 
shipping are apprehended. 
F redericksburg (Va.), December 20 h.— 
A severe northeast storm of hail and snow 
has raged 3ince early last evening. The 
Southern fast mail passed two hours late, 
and other trains are considerably detained. 
The Baltimore steamer approached within 
eight miles, but was compelled to return on 
account of ice. The country roads are badly 
hlockaded by snow and ice, and communica­ 
tion is very difficult in ail directions. The 
early winter has not been characterized by 
such severe weather for many years. 
Lew es (Del.), December 26th.—A heavy 
gale set iu here yesterday evening and still 
continues. The wind changed at. 4 o’clock 
this morning to the northwest, and increased 
iu violence. The bark W. T. Harward, here 
for orders, is high upon the beach above the 
railroad pier, and the little side-wheel steamer 
Wanderer, from. New York honnd south, has 
gone to pieces near the iron pier. The crews 
of both are safe. But few vessels are in the 
harbor, and no further di-asters have been 
heard of. This is the severest gale since the 
one iii October, 1877, at which time so many 
vessels foundered in the harbor. The gale 
has been accompanied by a heavy rain until 
3 o’clock this afternoon, when it changed to a 
blinding snow-storm, which still continues, 
the wind changing to the northeast.

A police­ 
man was shot, but not mortally wounded. 
STARTLING RUMOR. 
N ew Y ork. December 26th.—The World's 
London special says: There is a great com­ 
motion in the War Office, in consequence of 
a rumor that the Dublin mail-bag has been 
intercepted by Fenians on the way to Lon­ 
don, and rifled of its contents. Whether 
there is any truth in the rumor or not, it is 
certain that the War Office authorities have 
received no letters from Ireland since Thurs­ 
day. 
LONDON EXCITED. 
The crisis in tlie Transvaal, coupled with 
the crisis in Ireland, has raised the excite­ 
ment in London to an almost unprecedented 
[litch. Nothing else is talked about in places 
of public resort, and scarcely anything else is 
thought about by thoughtful people but the 
grave troubles which beset the Government 
on every side. 
The R ebellious Boers. 
D urban, December 26th.—The Boers fired 
on a detachment on the Pretoria and Lyden- 
burg road under cover of a Hag of truce. At 
Potchefstroom the greatest excitement pre­ 
vails. Four persons have been murdered. 
London, December 20th.—A correspond­ 
ent at Durban reports that the wagons which 
adetachinent of the Ninety-fourth Regiment 
was in charge of got into a swamp, and all 
hands laid aside their arms to extricate them. 
The Boers suddenly appeared and demanded 
their surrender. The soldiers rushed for their 
arms, but before they were able to defend 
themselves they were shot down. 
While a 15 .er was attempting to hoist a 
republican flag at Potchefstroom he was shot 
by a British officer, whom the Boers imme­ 
diately shot dead. 
The lour persons reported to have been 
murdered at Potchefstroom were a command­ 
ant of the Cape mounted police and three 
civilians. They were brutally murdered in 
the midst of an assembly of 3,000 Boers. 
A driver of the post cart was murdered 
and the mail-bag carried off. 
Another report says the Boers were shelled 
at Potchefstroom and a hundred killed and 
many wuunced. 
London, December 26th.—A Durban dis­ 
patch reports that the Boers have given no­ 
tice that they wdll seize a certain town on a 
specified day. 
London, December 26th.—The authorities 
at Cape Town have communicated further 
with the home authorities in regard to rein­ 
forcements, and it is probable that two regi­ 
ments of cavalry, two of infantry and two 
batteries of artillery will be sent to the Trans­ 
vaal. Tlie G overn in rut A rraigned. 
London, Deeenllter 36th.—The disaster in 
the Transvaal is almost universally ascribed 
to official blundering, and the number of 
those who ascribe the trouble in Ireland to 
the same cause is by no means small. It is 
openly charged that the Natal authorities 
were long aware of a contemplated rising by 
the Dutch Boers, and that they paid no heed 
to tlie repeated warnings, and took no pre­ 
cautions to protect themselves. When the 
a orm broke it is charged that they 
were utterly unprepared to meet it, 
and the result of c .urse ceu'd |! e 
notl ing else but shameful defeat’ and 
d’s star. 
The Home Government has 
decided, as UBual, when it is too late, to send 
military aid to the colonist* of Natal. They 
were asked to do this some time ago, but the 
request was put aside until now. The Sixth 
Dragoons, it is announced, will be sent to 
Natal in a few days, with instructions to re­ 
port to the commandant at Durban. The 
flower of the army is rapidly leaving England 
for the inhospitable Bhores of Ireland and 
Africa. 
B isaslrons Floods. 
N icosia, December 26th.—Sixty houses 
have been destroyed by floods at Limasol 
Eighty persons were killed, and damage to 
the amount of £70,000 done. 
Snow -Storm in Scotland. 
London, December 26th.—A great snow­ 
storm prevailed in the north of Scotland 
from Friday until this morning. A number 
of trains are embedded in snow-banks and 
traffic is stopped. 
Cam els R ecaptured. 
London, December 26th.—A dispatch from 
St. Petersburg reports tbat the Russians 
have retaken, with the loss of 20 killed, the 
2.000 camels that were recently captured by 
the Turcomans. 
Tlie SIosM in-Tignnux R etu rn H atch. 
P a ris, December 20lh—The relurn match 
between Slosson and Vignaox for 20,000 
francs is talked of to be played in New York, 
hut Vignaux does not want to cross the At­ 
lantic. 
T errible A rcidenl—F our Persons K illed 
an d Two In ju re d . 
Lucan (Ont.), December 26th.—A party of 
six were returning late Christmas night from 
visiting friends in the township of McGil- 
livray, when, upon approaching the railway 
track, the horses bolted, and their sleigh was 
stru k by a train of the L .ndon, Huron and 
Bruce Railway, near Claudeboye station. 
James McGrath, his wife and brother 
Matthew, and Ellen Blake, a cousin, were 
iostantly Killed. McGrath's child, 13 months 
old, was dangerously hurt, but may recover. 
The sixth, named Annie McGrath, saved 
herself by jumping. 


MINT STATISTICS. 
The report of the Director of the Mint 
shows that during the last fiscal year there 
was- deposited in the Mints, for eoinage, 
nearly 6100,000,000 worth of gold; but 
two-fifths of that sum remained uncoined 
at the end of the year, because the Mints 
were kept busy coining silver dollars to 
put away in the Treasury vaults. Gold is 
practically the monetary standard in this 
country, as it is in international transac­ 
tions, and for the gold coin the Treasury 
and the banks and the public have use. 
For the silver, beyond what is wanted for 
small change, the country has no use, and 
of the 672,000,000 in standard silver dol­ 
lars thus far coined, §4S,000,000 remain in 
the Treasury vaults, only a portion of 
which is represented in the circulation by 
certificates. An abundance of silver was 
deposited at the Mints for coinage on 
private account to meet the demand for 
silver coin, yet the Treasury was obliged 
by the present law to purchase, in addition 
to the private deposits, nearly 625,000,000 
worth of silver, and coin it to be put away, 
to the exclusion of §3S,000,000of gold, de­ 
posited on ^private account, and for the 
coinage of which there was actually some 
reason. It doesn't require much argument 
to show a man who is open to conviution 
that the Mints should be allowed to make 
the gold coins that are wanted, instead of 
the silver coins that are not wanted. 
Au old fellow, who seldom draws a sober 
breath, was told that he would ultimately 
fill a drunkard’s grave unless he mended 
his ways.

LE0TUBE BY DB. DWIHELL. 
An Interesting Glance Over the Present 
East and South. 
Rev. Dr. Dwinell gave a lecture last even­ 
ing at the Congregational Church before a 
large audience, upon the changed and pres­ 
ent condition of society, the country, and af­ 
fairs at the East, as observed during his re­ 
cent visit, after a residence of many years 
upon this coast. The lecture was interesting 
throughout, and received close attention. 
The speaker took as an initial point for his re­ 
port from viewing the landscape o’er, Elijah’s 
command to his servant upon Mount Car­ 
mel, when looking for rain after three years 
of drought, as mentioned in 1 Kings, xviii, 43: 
“ Go up now, look toward the sea.” He pre­ 
faced his lecture by saying that Agassiz says 
a serpent sees, a tortoise looks, that there is a 
higher intelligence back of the eye of the 
tortoise, enabling it to use its eight for a pur­ 
pose, and measure and estimate what it 
sees, while the serpent perceives what is 
before it without observing it. Elijah wished 
his servant to go up, and observe what he 
saw, and bring back a report to others of 
the joyful indications. The speaker grouped 
in a general way the results of his observa­ 
tions at the East and South under four gen­ 
eral heads : Industrial condition, Reconstruc­ 
tion, Institutions and Religion. The follow­ 
ing is a brief synopsis: 
industrial condition. 
One would not suppose there would be 
noticeable changes in the general industrial 
aspect of the country and towns of New 
England in twenty years, but. there have 
been great changes. The carpenter, painter, 
gardner and florist, and the skilled agricult- 
ureist have been abroad all over New Eng­ 
land, in every village and mountain town, 
and left their work. There are places where 
small farms have been absorbed in larger 
ones, and others where native Americans 
have sold out to Irish or Canadian farmers, 
in which neat homesteads have given place 
to untidiness, but the foreigners are rapidly 
adopting the general habits of neat­ 
ness and comforts of 
those 
about 
them. On the whole the industrial as­ 
pect of New Knolanu is greatly improved and 
is improving. ^Ylthough more thau a 
million of her sons have migrated to other 
States, leaving only about four millions 
behind, those remaining are warmly attached 
to her, and in no way disposed to let her lose 
her position of influence iu the nation. They 
have dotted her streams with manufactures, 
strung her valleys with villages as pearls, 
covered her hills and slopes with thrift and 
comfort as those adorning a heritage for a 
thousand years, and filled her cities with 
commerce, trade, art, culture and philosophy’, 
as if that were the center of the world, and 
all men were to learn of them. To the eye 
there is no blight in New England, in what 
she raises, makes or enjoys. There is no ap­ 
pearance that she has passed the meridian 
and is on the decline. Excelsior ! y’ou see on 
the farms, villages and cities, and in the will, 
spirit and genius of her native sons. Her 
manufactories, mills and various productive 
industries are running at their topmost speed. 
Never, as I was told at the carpet manufac­ 
tory and the Hamilton print works in Lowell, 
have they done better, or having more orders 
ahead. A similar hopeful industrial aspect 
also appears all along the New England belt, 
from the Hudson river to the Rocky Moun­ 
tains, only varied when a population of 
other antecedents and tastes are in the as­ 
cendent. The swift improvements of the 
newer States are wonderful. There are towns 
in Ohio, Michigan, Iowa, Minnesota i.tid 
Kansas to-day that have more of the genius 
of New England than certain towns iu New 
England itself. 
'The industrial 
“ OUTLOOK IN THE SOUTH,” 
Was by no means so promising. I passed 
across Virginia, from Washington to Bristol, 
in the Southwest, and the appearance of 
things suggested a disheartened or thriftless 
people. The country west of Washington, 
till we reached tlie valley of Virginia, looked 
as if it were occupied, rather than owned, 
and as if the occupants felt little interest iu 
the land, homes or villages. The valley of Vir 
gtnia appeared better, and East Tennessee 
much better still; but it will be many years 
before the mixed population of the South, as 
a whole, will give much attention to beauti­ 
fying their homes and farms, streets anu 
towns. They seem content with their pres­ 
ent 
physical and 
social necessities. 
Stiil, they are gaining in confidence, 
and some show a decided spirit of im­ 
provement. In East Tennessee 1 saw a white 
man and a colored man sowing wheat with a 
patent drill, which deposited the seed and 
along with it at the same time a stream of 
phosphates. I observed that the whiie man 
drove the horses and the colored man attended 
the machine, but in other respects they 
worked and conversed as if on terms of 
equality. 
RECONSTRUCTION. 
The whites of the old school and heredi­ 
tary prejudices are inclined to be gloomy i r 
skeptical about the prospect of reconstruc­ 
tion. To them there is no hope of elevat­ 
ing the colored race. 
In their eyes they are 
going down, improvident and spoiled 
by tlieir freedom and the veiy ef- 
orts made to raise them. 
One man 
told 
me in Nashville—an intelligent 
Christian, one of the last men I would 
have expected to be carried away by preju­ 
dice—that of the 15,000 colored people in 
that city 12,000 were living off from whites 
by stealing and other irregularities; that 
they support their ministers by plundering 
their employers ; that his own servant girl 
had been caught by the police carrying soap 
and other articles stolen from his house to 
her pastor, and that with a large part of 
them all their warm, emotional piety 
has no connection with morals. 
An­ 
other 
gentleman 
who 
had 
labored 
among the blacks in the South remarked 
in my hearing in Boston, that it was custom­ 
ary in some places for the colored men to go 
to drinking places “ to fire up,” as they ex­ 
pressed it, for religious meetings, and that in 
one case eight colored deacons were carried 
home from meetiug, drunk, iu one wagon. 
Doubtless in many instances liberty is abused. 
The colored people must be superior to human 
nature if it is not so; but, as a class, they 
are beginning to improve their physical con­ 
dition. This is the general testimony, and 
the leaven of a higher kind of educational 
and moral influence is beginning to work. 
Some of their numbers have already been 
educated and are raising the standard of tiie 
ministry. Already also the colored children 
that have had the advantage of the better 
class of schools are more intelligent than the 
old-time ministers, and the ministers them­ 
selves are beginning to feel the need of more 
preparation. The colored people are feeling 
the moral need, and thoughtful persons who 
reflect how slow and difficult an undertaking 
it is to lift up a race socially, think that as 
much progress has been made as could have 
been expected with the moral help that has 
been given them. 
THE ASPECT OK THE KREEDMEN 
In East and Middle Tennessee is bright and 
cheerful compared with the times of slaveiy, 
and compared favorably with the worried or 
depressed look of many of the whites. I 
was at Chattanooga on the day of the Presi­ 
dential election and visited the polls, and 
was struck to see the cheerful, confident, 
bold bearing of the modern voters as they 
thronged about the ballot-box. One of them 
went up to the window with an open Repub­ 
lican vote, which looked very different from 
the Democratic ball -t, held it high up in 
sight of all, gave his name, aud when 
his ballot was dropped into the box 
said, .“ There goes a good Democratic vote.’ 
The only persons who seemed uncomfortable 
and ill at ease about the polls were those who 
felt it their duty to watch these new citizens, 
and see that there was no illegal voting. 1 
saw nothing in Tennessee to show that the 
colored people were not in possession of their 
rights, and that the way upward is not fairly 
open to them. Chattanooga, however, is a 
Republican city, and Tennessee this year 
elected a Republican Governor. 
The Fish University, Baptist College and 
other schools visited at Nashville, show good 
advancement of the colored students, but 
there is great need of multiplying Christian 
schools and colleges among them. What is 
done for their elevation must be largely from 
the North, for the Southerners are not in 
sympathy with the higher learning for col­ 
ored people, and regard it as an attempt to 
force them out of their sphere, and make 
them discontented. They look on with cold or 
sarcastic criticism, and are ready to say with 
every discouragement and failure, “ I t«*ld 
you so.” Even Christians who are sending 
the Gospel to the heathen, seem to have no 
confidence in race elevation by the Gospel at 
their own doors. 
_ 
As for the white people I think they are 
generally glad slavery is abolished. They 
are not responsiide tor it, however, they 
think, and are going to look coldly on and 
see how the experiment comes out. lh*-y 
are ready, if by any wonder colored people 
or the race can leap up into honesty aud 
virtue, industry and a consistent religious 
piety, to give them a welcome an l speak 
well of them. Their hearts and hands are 
ready for a regenerated people, but they 
know nothing of showing any help or sym­ 
pathy, or patient waiting tor those in a 
transition state, slowly strugglii g up by 
means of liberty towards a regenera’; d state 
out of the cursi degradation inherent iu 
slavery.' The negroes ought, in their opinion, 
to have sprung at a bound at emancipation 
into good men and women or emancipa; iou 
was a mi-take. and they onght not to have 
had it. Bat if others will save the c ilored 
people they will welcome their salvation and 
let their peace be upon it. On the whole the 


bitterness is gone, or fast going; the cold­ 
ness, the sadness, the questioning remains. 
INSTITUTIONS AND RELIGION. 
I was impressed with the great number of 
institutions and their completeness and 
strength in the East. They have Bome or­ 
ganized mode of relief for almost every hu­ 
man want. These are the pride of the peo­ 
ple. There has of late been a great increase 
in the costliness and beauty of the churches. 
They are monuments of taste and religious 
faith in the cities and towns. New academies 
and seminaries have been founded and old 
ones further endowed by private benefactors. 
Princeton College has received over a million 
within twelve years, and other colleges and 
institutions have also received munificent 
amounts. More than nineteen millions have 
been given as free gifts for educational pur­ 
poses by individuals within the past fourteen 
years. But I have been impressed that all 
these do not save the people. Besides insti­ 
tutions there must be a power back of them 
and working through them—a Christian 
power. The necessity of this is noticed in 
New England, where, by the going out of the 
old puritanic stcck to the farther West aud 
incoming of foreign element (according to 
statistics 890,000 are Roman Catholic), the 
New Englanders must stand apart to allow 
the communities to be tinted with their col­ 
ors. The great institutions of learning must 
be kept actively alive with Christian spirit, 
and Christly spirit must work through them. 
Referring to the subject of the religious 
outlook at the East, the speaker said there 
has been a marked falling off in the observ­ 
ance of the Sabbath. Carriages are trundling 
through the streets, the railroad whistle 
shrieks, multitudes are hurrying to excursion 
trains, people drive to the country for pleas­ 
ure, anJ various other methods of recreation 
are eDgaged iu. Places of business, however, 
are closed. The day is not robbed from God 
and given to mammon. The people are not 
mercenary enough for that yet. Among the 
external canses for this condition of things 
railroads are prominent. The running of 
trains on the Sabbath has been at once au 
effect and cause of the lowqjing of respect 
for the day. This, more than any other cause,

Amusement, Sentiment ami Danring I 
has corrupted the public conscience iu refer- 
ence to the sanctity of the Lord’s day. and 
cuts multitudes adrift from the influences of 
the churches and the means of personal and 
social upbuilding. 
With this change I noticed a smaller at­ 
tendance at churches of what may be called 
the outside element of the population. .This 
class, which formerly were drawn to religious 
services as affording the most attractive re­ 
sort tliat was offered, now are drawn in other 
directions. This makes many of the old 
churches in communities not invaded by­ 
Catholics thinner, and especially are the con­ 
gregations smaller at the second services. 
This is the case with churches throughout 
New England, except with those having un­ 
usually attractive preachers. Among the ac­ 
tual church membership, however, there has 
been no falling off, and, indeed, Christians 
were never more active nor doing so much for 
the faith as now. Never were they so reso­ 
lute, never so sanguine in reference to a speedy 
fulfillment of the promises for the conquest of 
the earth to Christ; never looking with such 
indifference on the arrogant forms of skepti­ 
cism, usurping the name of science, which 
have become familiar and already lost their 
terror. In fact, the religious outlook North, 
South, East and West is most hopeful, and 
Christianity to-day, though the most funda­ 
mental, is the most molding and determin­ 
ing force in the land. 


M istaken I dentity.— A most remark­ 
able case of mistaken identity is related 
by the Geneva correspondent of the Daily 
.Vetes, London. Professor Sehulin of Basel 
University, while making an excursion in 
the Grand Duchy of Baden, wa3 arrested 
at Hagen by the police on a charge of hav­ 
ing assaulted a woman a short time pre­ 
viously. In vain he protested his inno­ 
cence, explained that at the time the al­ 
leged offense had been perpetrated he w as 
at Basel, and asked leave to communicate 
with his friendB. The public prosecutor 
said a serious crime had been committed, 
and that several witnesses were ready to 
swear that Sehulin was the guilty man. 
He refused to listen to his explanations, 
and the Judge before whom the Professor 
had been taken sent him back to his cell, 
where he was kept ten days. As it hap­ 
pened, Sehulin was betrothed and the mar­ 
riage day fixed, aud his confinement in 
prison on so serious a charge, the difficulty 
of confuting it and the prospect of losing 
at once his character, hts bride and his 
Professor’s chair so preyed upon hts mind 
that he attempted to commit suicide .by 
cutting open his veins with a pocket-knife. 
The authorities at length allowed him to 
communicate with his friends, when over­ 
whelming evidence was at once forthcom­ 
ing that on the day when the offense was 
committed Sehulin was lecturing in Basel 
University. Almost at the same time the 
man for whom he had been mistaken by 
the police was arrested.

SEVEN 
HUNDRED 
THOUSAND 
MELONS. 


On the borders of Scott and Mississippi 
counties, in this State, is one of the big­ 
gest and 
most productive 
watermelon 
patches in the United States, equaling, if 
not excelling, in the peculiar soil required 
and climatic condition, the far-famed melon 
patches of Georgia. Indiana and the east­ 
ern shore of Maryland. 
The tract so cele­ 
brated comprises a sandy prairie, four miles 
wide and ten miles long, with a thin, warm 
soil, just adapted to the cultivation of the 
melon, and such melons as are raised no­ 
where else in that region. 
There is much 
richer and deeper soil all around there, but 
it is not adapted to melon culture. 
This 
land is capable of producing 1,000 melons 
to the acre. 
A t a place called Diehlstadt, 
in Scott county, there were shipped the 
past seaion 439 car loads of 1,000 to the 
car, aoil Bertrand, in Mississippi county, 
shipped 180 car loads, mostly to Chicago. 
The melon country was visited bj- twenty- 
five commission merchants from Chicago, 
who paid as low as §40 aud as high as §140 
per car load, being an average of §70 
per car, the m arket price varying with 
the advance of the 
season 
and 
the 
number of 
melons 
ripening 
at 
the 
same 
time. 
Most 
of 
these 
melons 
were Bhipped over the Cairo and Vincennes 
and Illinois Central 
liailroad in fruit 
cars, properly ventilated and arranged for 
the purpose. 
These melons found tlieir 
way not only to St. Louis and Chicago, but 
to most of the lake cities, and even to New 
Yoik and Philadelphia. 
Melons are get­ 
ting to be such a staple of production that 
the cultivators are asking for increased 
railroad facilities to move the product at 
the proper season, and yesterday the Hon. 
Henry J. Deal, the newly-elected member 
of the Legislature from Charleston, Missis­ 
sippi county, applied to Superintendent 
Soper, of the Iron Mountain Railroad,with 
a petition numerously signed, representing 
th at they will plant 700 acres more next 
year in melons if the railroad will give 
them a side-track and station at a point on 
the Iron Mountain Railroad three miles 
north of Charleston, to be called Melon 
Station. 
Mr. Soper gave assurances th at 
he would comply with the request of the 
petition. 
Colonel Deal estimates that 700 
acres ought to produce 700 carloads, at the 
rate of 1,000 melons to the acre, making 
700,000 melons. 
One man can attend to 
twenty-live acres of melons. 
The variety 
of seed used is that of the Georgia melon, 
which is very luscious and grows to a great 
size, some weighing as high as sixty pounds. 
The hills are planted fourteen feet each 
way apart, and from three to four seeds 
are put in a hill. 
They commence ship­ 
ping melons about the 20th of July ami 
continue to the last of August.—[St. Louis 
Republican.

TH E SPRAGUE 
SCANDAL. 


Mrs. Sprague’s Charges Against 
the Ex-Governor. 


HER 
PETITION 
FOR 
DIVORCE. 


P ro m ise o f E x tr a o r d in a r y D e v e lo p ­ 


m ents. 


|By Telegraph.] 
Chicago, December 25tb.—The sensation 
of the day in the East is the threatened trial 
between ex-Govemor Sprague ami his wife. 
Mrs. Sprague’s petition for divorce, filed 
through her counsel, W inchester llritton, 
stripped of legal verbiage, is as follows : She 
declares that she is an inhabitant of the State 
of Rhode Island, and that she married 
Sprague November 12, 1803, at Washington, 
and has ever since kept and performed on her 
part all the obligations of the marriage cove­ 
nant. 
But she alleges that her husbaud has 
violated the marriage compact and has had 
guilty relations with divers women, v iz: 
With one Mary Eliza Viall, alias Mary 
Eliza Anderson, in each and every year 
between 
1864 
and 1879, 
in 
the city 
of Providence and elsewhere, but more 
especially at Nantasket Beach. She avers 
that he has been similarly guilty with Eliza­ 
beth 11. McCue, Harriet Brown, Maggie Eng­ 
lish, Fannie Adams, Minnie Wilson and with 
divers other lewd womeu whose names are 
not known to the petitioner, but who at the 
time resided at Washington, Providence, 
Alexandria, Va., Philadelphia 
and New 
York. She also declares that he has been 
guilty of extreme cruelty ; that he has per­ 
sonally assaulted her at Canonchet, where 
Senator Conkling was the victim of the “ shot­ 
gun policy.” and that he entered her room at 
that place at night in a state of intoxication 
and seized and dragged her to the window, 
which was on an upper story, and attempted 
to throw her out. He forcibly laid hands on 
her and threatened to kill her, and he has 
been guilty of continued intoxication. Since 
the early part of 1879 he has neglected and 
refused, being of sufficient ability to do so, to 
provide necessaries of life for the subsistence 
of herself and children. 
THE SPRAGOE FAILURE. 
The petitioner then refers at length to the 
failure of the house of A. & W. Sprague in 
1873. After the conveyance of property to 
the trustee for the benefit of creditors he 
claimed to have a surplus of over §6.000,000. 
After the execution of the trust deed he en­ 
tered into the employ of the trustee and re­ 
ceived a considerable compensation from him 
for services so rendered up to the year 1879, a 
part of which was applied and paid by the 
trustee for the support of the petitioner and 
her family. Since that time, however, he has 
lived in voluntary idleness and has neglected 
and refused to contribute ia any way to the 
support of his family, and by his action she 
has been deprived of the moderate compensa­ 
. tion received through the trustee for her 
support. She further alleges that he has 
been guilty of other gross misbehavior and 
wickedness repugnant to and in violation of 
tbe marriage covenant, viz : by repeatedly 
applying the vilest epithets to the petitioner, 
both alone and in the presence of others. He 
has broken up and destroyed furniture, and 
at one time collected bedaing and furniture 
in the night time and set fire to them. He 
has often said to his children that he was not 
their father and that they were not his 
children; that he lias repeatedly falsely ac­ 
cused her of gross improprieties with other 
man, 
“ sometimes 
one 
man, 
sometimes 
a n o t h e r he has intercepted and returned 
letters addressed to her. 
In August, 1879, 
when Conkling was a guest at Uononchet, he 
refused to allow her friends, including her 
legal adviser, to gee her, and at the same time 
he refused to permit herto leave the house with 
her children and sought to imprison her. 
From 1865 to 1875, the petitioner claims, he 
frequently insulted the female domestics and 
guests in the family, causing them to leave 
the house ; that prior to February, 1877, by 
his violations of decency, he had made Con- 
onchet an unsuitable abode for her and her 
children. 
SPRAGUE’S VIOLENT CONDUCT. 
At the very urgent demand of the trustee 
of the Sprague property in 1879 she ob­ 
tained permission to occupy Canonchet; that 
Sprague urged that by so doiDg it would be of 
material pecuniary benefit to him in ad­ 
justing his affairs with creditors; that on her 
way to Canonchet she 3nd her children re­ 
mained over Sunday at Watch Hiil, and that 
while at that place Sprague cune to see her 
io a state of intoxication and was violent and 
offensive, and with a slick assaulted women 
in charge of his children. On arrival at 
Canonchet Sprague presented himself at that 
place from time to time, often intoxicated, 
menacing, wild and otherwise offensive, and 
finally assumed authority over the premises. 
I t finally became impossible for her to re­ 
main any longer, as Sprague caused her to 
fear for her personal safety. 
He threat­ 
ened to take her children to Europe. 
In­ 
fluenced by her fears aud his threats, and as 
the only escape from indiguity aud danger 
she was enabled to fly with her daughters to 
a place of safety ; that for two past years 
he has in every possible way sought to annoy 
and disturb her and to make “ her life 
wretched," and that since driving her from 
Canonchet he has persistently refused to 
deliver to her her wearing apparel and that 
of her children and servants. 
He has also 
refused to permit said property and other 
personal property belonging to her, including 
gifts fiom her father, the late Chiet-Justice 
Chase, and friends, aud portraits of her 
parents, to be delivered to a trustee of her 
property, duly appointed, or to the Sheriff of 
the county holding a writ of replevin for the 
same, and has resisted the officers of the law 
and has threatened them with violence in 
case they made effort to secure her property : 
that having made it impossible for her to re­ 
main at Canonchet, he has occupied the 
premises and made the place a resort for per­ 
sons of vicious reputation and bad character, 
consorting with them in revelry and drunk­ 
enness, and has allowed his only son to asso­ 
ciate with them, withholding from him all 
educational advantages. In view of all theie 
allegations the petitioner prays that she may 
be divorced and that the custody of her chil­ 
dren, William ¡Sprague, Jr., aged 15, Ethel 
Sprague, aged 11, Katherine Sprague, aged 
9, and Portia Sprague, aged 7, may be 
awarded to her, and that she may be allowed 
a reasonable alimony out of the estate of her 
husband. She further pravs that the may 
resume her maiden name, Katherine Clase. 
A STORT FROM THE OTHER SIDE. 
C hicago, December 25th.—According to 
the story told by ex-Governor Sprague’s 
friends, it appears that Mrs. Sprague drove 
her son from her Washington home, at the 
request of Senator Coukling, about two years 
ago. 
Conkling urged that Willie, too, re­ 
sembled bis father, and was cursed with the 
spirit of inquisitiveness, and prevailed on 
Mrs. Spiague to send him away. She, in her 
blind and helpless infatuation, complied, giv­ 
ing the boy §10 and turning him out of doors, 
telling him to make his own way in the world. 
The plucky little fellow, as he is, went down 
to the Holmes House, near the depot, aud 
secured board at §7 a week, paying one 
week's board in advance. The house was 
frequented by laboring men, and Willie there 
learned to chew tobacco. 
His identity be­ 
came known at tbe cloee of tbe week, and he 
was rescued by friends. 
KELLY IN THE FIGHT. 
C h icag o , December 26th.—The Tribune’s 
Washington special says: If the reports 
which have reached here to day are correct, 
the Sprague divorce suit is to be accompanied 
by even more sensational developments than 
have already been predicted. Sprague, it is 
reported, has secured some newspaper sup­ 
port, and will endeavor to turn the batteries 
upon his opponents, while J ohn Kelly is re­ 
ported to have served a notice on Conkling 
th st he intends to pursue him to the bitter 
end. I t is said that Sprague, through the 
Kelly organ, will chaige Senator Conkling 
with the ruin of his family, and that the 
divorce proceedings were instigated by Conk- 
litg. 
I t is also reported that the fact will be 
brought out that at one time Sprague chal­ 
lenged Conkling to a duel, and that the ar­ 
rangements had been made for the affair.

A t Rockaw&y Beach, Saturday, H. T. Grif­ 
fin shot and mortally wounded a man named 
Mahon, who attempted to stab him. 
General R. K. Scott, ex Governor of South 
Carolina, shot and killed a young man named 
Drury at Napoleon, O., Friday night. 
The President of the New Orleans City 
Railroad Company has been sent to the 
Parish Prison for five days for contempt of 
Court. 
Mrs. Henry Johnson was burned to death 
by a fire in her dwelling, on Front street, 
Trenton, N. J., Saturday. Her husband has 
been arrested. 
Twenty prisoners in the County Jail at 
Columbus, O., mutinied Saturday, but were 
subdued by cold water and chunks of coal 
thrown at them. 
A t Ogdensburg, N. Y., Saturday, the Ad­ 
vance newspaper was burned, and at Norway, 
Me., the New Religion newspaper office was 
destroyed by fire. 
In a fight at St. Louis Saturday evening, 
Joseph O'Brien, Joseph Gavier and Joseph 
Kelly were stabbed, the two former being 
mortally wounded. 
Corporal Norton, of Battery B, Second 
Artillery, and Jacob Klein, a citizen, were 
drowned at Fortress Monroe, Saturday, by 
the capsizing of a boat. 
A brief dispatch from Pacific, Missouri, 
says: Andrew Beal (negro) shot and killed 
Pat Crow, switch brakeman, at that place, 
Saturday. No particulars are given. 
A. M. Conkling, editor of the Sun, was as­ 
sassinated in the presence of his wife at So­ 
corro, N. M., Christmas eve, by two Mexi­ 
cans. Serious trouble is anticipated in conse­ 
quence. 
The Massachusetts Railroad Commission­ 
ers rendered an adverse decision on the peti­ 
tions for the establishment of elevated rail­ 
roads through Boston, and to various points 
in the vicinity. 
R. P. Jones and wife and Dr. .T. H. Rogers 
were shot Saturday at Meeleyville, Mo., by 
an unknown man, who escaped to the woods. 
Mrs. Jones was dangerously and the others 
slightly wounded. 
The New York Police Commissioners have 
passed resolutions exonerating Superintend­ 
ent Walling from blame in sending out an 
order on November 1st relative to the serv­ 
ing of warrants on election day. 
An audience of 4,000 listened to the Ora­ 
torio of Handel’s “ Messiah,” rendered at 
Chicago Saturday night by the festival chorus 
of 600 voices, Theodore Thomas director, 
with the Cincinnati Orchestra of 60 pieces. 
The railroads embraced in what is called 
Gould’s consolidations consist of 9,649 miles. 
In addition to this there is 385 miles of road 
in course of construction in Indiana, Illinois 
aud Iowa which will enter into the Wabash 
system, when completed, and nearly if not 
quite 2,000 miles are under contract or pro­ 
jected. 
A review of the business of Chicago for 
the year shows unparalleled prosperity and in­ 
crease in aggregates. Hundreds of new in­ 
dustries have been established. A thousand 
dwellings and business houses have been 
erected; manufactures have in some cases 
more than doubled in value ; and the amonnt 
of bank clearings have increased over last 
year, which was the heaviest in the history of 
the city, by §336,000,000, the total for the 
year being §1,693,000,000, and the banks give 
a Uourishiug financial exhibit. But the chief 
increase is in the grain trade. Elevator room 
has been increased over 2,000,000 bushels.

000,000 in 1876 and 60,000,000 in 1870. 
FOREIGN. 
M. Desprey, Embassador of France to the 
Vatican, will start from Paris for Rome 
January 1st. 
The Loudon Electrician states that the 
Postcffice Department has ordered 20,000 
telephones for the postal service. 
A t Pembroke, Ont., Saturday, a fire de­ 
stroyed the Masonic Hall and adjoioing 
property. 
Loss, §25,000 ; partly insured. 
Tbe Russian Minister at Athens has been 
summoned to St. Petersburg to enlighten the 
Czar on the Greek question and receive in­ 
structions. 
Anderwert, elected President of the Swiss 
Confederation for 1881, committed suicide at 
Berne Saturday eveuing, on the public prom­ 
enade, by shooting. 
The second session, of the Provincial As­ 
sembly of Eastern Roumania was Saturday 
closed by the Governor-Genpral in presence 
of the Consular body. 
The proposal for arbitration between 
Greece and Turkey is regarded as acceptable 
by all the Powers, on the basis indicated by 
the North Herman llazette of Berlin. 
The wife aud two sons of thellussian Grand 
Duke Nicholas have arrived at Athens, and 
are guests of King George. They were en- 
teitaiced at a state banquet on Friday. 
The Tribunal of the Seine has tentenced the 
Petit Parisién to 600 franca fine, M. De 
Wostyne to 25 franc3, and the managers of 
remaining journals to 150 francs for libelling 
Madame De Kaulla. 
A London dispatch says the situation in 
Ireland is essentially unchanged, though 
steadily growing worse, as the tyrannical 
conspiracy of the Land League tightens its 
grip on the community. 
A London special says: Information re­ 
ceived within the last few days by the Gov­ 
ernment has been of a character to leave no 
doubt that an organized and general rising in 
Ireland had been arranged by the 26th of 
this month. 
Comparatively few subscriptions for De 
Lesseps' Panama canal scheme were tendered 
at London, but French and Spanish buyers 
have been most enthusiastic, and applications 
have been made for nearly thrice the number 
of shares to be allotted. 
A census of tbe Dominion of Canada is to 
be taken the first Monday in April next, and 
the population to be recorded is to be the 
population in existence on that day. Every 
person is to be counted as belonging to tbe 
place where he is found the 4th of April. 
The London Times acknowledges tbat the 
Queen no longer rules over one-half of the 
island of Ireland, and the Land League is 
growing in power daily. The truth is, that 
the Irish question seems to be much better 
understood in New York than in Downing 
street.
